pensive sulfite pulp component of 
ordinary newsprint, or the semi- 
bleached Kraft pulp now 
used 


with pine groundwood to produce 
southern newsprint, 


Since 
approximately 
three- 


fourths of newsprint paper used 
In the United States Is imported, 
largely from Canada, 
the 
new 


process applied on a commercial 
scale would give Impetus to 
the 


growth of the southern newsprint 
Industi'y. 
Winslow, who will discuss the 


discovery tonight before the Engi- 
neer* Club at Birmingham, Ala,, 


asserted that the new process, al- 
though limited now to the experi- 
mental phase, had 
demonstrated 


to laboratory technicians a two- 
fold advantage over 
established 


practice, 
"Owing principally to Its higher 


yield, the cost per ton of semi- 
chemical pulp should be appreci- 
ably lower than that of either sul- 
fite or semi-bleached Kraft pulp, 
and possibly no greater than from 
groundwood," he said. 


"Secondly, gum Is one of the 


southern hardwoods 
which con- 


stitute about one-half the

forest stand In the south,

predominance constitutes a serious 
problem In forest management un- 
til some realistic means for hard- 
wood utilization can be developed.

Center here, reported "promising 
results" with a mixture of ven- 
oms from the rare coral snake 
and the common cottonmouth wat- 
er moccasin. 
Dr. Maler told of a cancer vic- 


tim who had reached the point 
v/here narcotics no longer were 
effective In stopping pain. After 
a series of injections of a venom 
preparation, the patient woe able 


to go as long as ten days without 
pain and without drug relief of 
any kind, he said. 
A Texas man, who suffered from 


epilepsy for 20 years, had 
his 


violent spasms stopped by inject- 
ions of venom, Maier asserted. 


The coral snakes' poison Is just 


as deadly as t.ho venom of thn 
cobra which has been used In rn- 
cent years as a substitute for nar- 
cltlcs In relief of pain. 
Vonom of tho cobra and coral 
snake attack the nervous system

NOT EXPECTED SENSATIONAL 
HEARING INVOLVING JOHN- 


SON BE RESUMED 


AUSTIN, Feb. 10.—W— 


District Judge J. D. Moore 
today held that the state 
board of control did not 
have the power to discharge 
Dr. W- J- Johnson from the 
superintendency of the San 
Antonio State Hospital for 
Insane. 


It was a victory for the 56-year- 


old, married superintendent, whom 
the board of control has been in- 
vestigating on morals charges pre- 
ferred by former 
women 
em- 


ployes of the 
institution 
and 


others. 


Judge Moore based his ruling on 
a decision of the state 
supreme 
court in 1934 which 
held 
that 


Coke Stevenson, then speaker of 
the state house of representatives, 
could not remove Robert L. Holll- 
day of El Paso from the Texas 
Relief Commission. 


Assistant 
Attorney 
Genera' 


Glenn Lewis exccpted to the hold- 
ing and gave notice of appeal to 
the third court of civil appeals. 
Because of Judge Moore's deci- 


sion, it was not expected that the 
sensational 
public hearing 
con- 


ducted by the board of control al 
which a number of young women 
testified that the superintendent 
had made improper advances to 
them, would be resumed any time 
coon. 


Chairman Harry Knox, Jr., of 
the board had said previously he 
believed the hearing should 
be 
postponed until the supreme court 
finally settled whether the board 
had power to remove Mr. Johnson. 
Johnsons Were Late. 
Dr. and Mrs. Johnson arrived a 
little late for the reading of Judge 
Moore's decision and 
afterward 


did not comment. 
• Johnson's 
attorneys, 
however, 


suggested that, if the board or 
Governor W. Lee O'Daniel believed 
there was any 
truth 
to 
the 


charges, a special session of the 
legislature be convened to Inves- 
tigate them. 
They have contended that su- 


perintendents of state eleemosy- 
nary institutions

, moved, after having been duly 
' elected by the board, only by leg- 
islative impeachment process. 


Their statement follows: 
"If the board of control believes 
there is any semblance of truth 
In the charges brought against Dr. 
Johnson, the board ought to pub- 
licly ask the governor to call a 
session of the legislature to in- 
stitute impeachment proceedings 
against Dr. Johnson; and if tho 
board does not want to do this, 
then if the governor thinks there 
is any truth in the charges, he 
ought to call a session for the pur- 
pose of giving Dr. Johnson a trial 
according to law. 
Invite Legislative Probe 
"Since neither of these gentle- 


men may care for a session of 
the legislature lit this time, and 
since the legislature does itself 
have the power to convene for the

son's home." 
Must Be Good Cause. 


Judge Moore said that the Dor- 


enfield case (the case in which 
Stevenson tried to replace Holli- 
day with Julius Dorenfield of Am- 
arillo) holds "that a stale officer 
may not be discharged except up- 
on good cause, proved through a 
Judicial trial. 
'The courts have given a very 


broad meaning to the word 'of- 
ficer,' including within the cate- 
gory nolaries public, depuly sher- 
iffs, depuly clerks, etc. The stalule 
which refers lo superinlendents of 
state hospitals speaks of them as 
officers. Probably the court would 
decide that they are oflcers. 
If 


they are officers within the mean- 
ing of the Dorenfield case, they 
cannot be removed from office pri- 
or to tho exipration of their terms, 
until Ihey have 
had 
a Judicial 


hearing and it has been found that 
good cause for removal exists. 


"The Dorenfield case seems to 


define a judicial hearing as a trial 
before a court. There are cases in 
Texas which hpjd that govern- 
mental agencies other lhan courls 
can render Judgments, and the 
findings of such agenojes, such as 
the land commission," have been

ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


ANOTHER EVENT IMPORT- 


ANCE GREAT EMANCIPAT- 


OR ON SAME DATE

Texas, once viewed as the grave- 


yard of Abraham Lincoln's politi- 
cal ambitions, will join the nation 
today in observance of tho 131st 
anniversary of tho 
emancipator's 


birth. 


Lincoln was born Feb. 12, 3809, 


at Hodgensvllle, Ky., and 
was 


assassinated at Washington April 
14, 1865. In addition to his birth- 
day, Feb. 12, Is another 
eventful 


date In his career. It was on that 
date, In 1861, that Lincoln left his 
law office in Springfield, III., for 
the last time. It was then that 
he told his law partner, William 
H. Hei'ndon not to remove their 
shingle, "Lincoln and 
Herndon," 


because "if I live, I'm 
coming 


back some time and then we'll go 
I'lght on practicing a» if nothing 
had happened." 


That was, of course, after tho 


slavery issue had made Lincoln al- 
though a minority president, the 
man of the hour. Those 
fateful 


•words "If I live" were uttered by 
the president-elect a decade after 
his friends had become reconciled 
to tho idea that Lincoln was de- 
stined for political oblivion. Cham- 
pion of the underdog, he frequent- 
ly espoused the most unpopular 
causes or attacked the most pop- 
ular dogma. 


In a day when nationalism was 


rife, he urged free immigration 
and 
enfranchisement 
of 
Immi- 


grants. He bowed to England in 
the Mason-Slidcll episode 
when 


discretion perhaps was the better 
part of vnlor. He favored woman 
suffrage In a day when women 
•were supposed to be seen, not 
heard. He spoke out for temper- 
ance when tho escutcheon gentle- 
man was ability to carry 
his 


•whiskey 
well. 
Lincoln's opposi- 


tion to the institution of slavery, 
said to have been fired when he 
saw a slave mart in New 
Or- 


leans, remained unyielding while 
public opinion on the issue ebbed 
and flowed for some 40 years. 


But the first time Lincoln be- 


came a political "has-been," in the 
eyes of his contemporaries, was 
in connection with the Republic of 
Texas. 
With 
the 
nationalistic 


spirit rampant, his opposition to 
tho Mexican war, -which, of course, 
was destined to have an effect on 
tile extension of 
slavery, 
was 


most unpopular. Lincoln had been 
admitted to the bar in 1836, the 
S'ear Texas declared 
her 
inde- 


pendence. In the same year that 
General Zachary Taylor marched 
to tho Rio Grande, 1846, Lincoln 
went to congress. 


The immediate pretext 
for an 


Invasion of what the southern re- 
public considered Mexican 
terri- 


tory was violence on this side of 
the Rio Grande. President James 
K. Polk, perhaps supported by the 
American theory that the Loulsi- 


•• ana purchase extended to the Rio 


Grande, told the congress 
that 


Mexico bad "shed American blood 
on American soil." 


(Read Jamos K. Folk's diary for 


a fine picture of "100 per 
cent 


Americanism," model of 1845-49). 


The young congressman from Il- 


linois, along with 
other 
Whigs, 


wanted to know just where this 
American blood was shed. Lin- 
coln introduced the "spot" resolu- 
tions. 


"Mark the spot with an X, Mr. 


President, where 
the 
American 


blood was shed" Lincoln 
asked,: 


Polk, in effect. 


Actually, Lincoln's speech was 


stronger than that. If the Presi- 
dent failed to explain. Lincoln said 
"then I shall bo fully convinced 
of what I more than suspect al- 
ready—that he is deeply conscious 
of being In the wrong; that he 
feels the blood of this war, like 
the blood of Abel, is crying to 
heaven against him." 


Lincoln 
intimated 
that 
the 


bloodshed was that of 
Mexican 


refugees.

Back home in Illinois his 
attack on Polk wns described as 
"base, dastardly nml treasonable." 
He retired from congress in 1849, 
just another politician, relegated, 
all his oncmios hoped and some 
of his friends thought, to oblivion, 


Even Ian law partner, Herndon, 


wrote in latc'i' years, "I saw that 
Lincoln would ruin himself about 
the Mexican war, and Ills opposi- 
tion to it, iincl so, being his friend 
and not seeing the question as ho 
did, I tried to prevent Lincoln's 
destruction. I wrote to him on the 
subject :iguln and again and tried 
to induce him to alienee, if nothing 
clso; Imt his sense of justice and 
Ills cuiirugo rnndc him speak, ut- 
ter his thoughts, as to tho war 
with Mnxico." 


Lincoln at that time opposed 


the abolition doctrine 
aa some- 


thing which would aggravate the 
slluntlon, 
and 
Inter 
supported 


Gi'noral Taylor, 
a 
slave-holder, 


for the presidency. But in ills op- 
position to the Mexican war Lin- 
coln gavo no quarter. Even in his 
cului;y after the death of Tnylor 
in 1850, Lincoln said that Taylor's 
invasion of Mexico was under or- 
ders.

Cheers, yells and stomping which 
greeted demands for 
continued 


American 
neutrality 
prompted 
leaders of the American Youth 
Congress to propose today a youth 
demonstration on the April 6 anni- 
versary of the United Slates' en- 
try into the World War. 
Taking their cue from lame 
3.000 shouting delegates at the fi- 
nal congress session last night, 
the assembly of the congress be- 


gan dlicuBBlng plans to tell the 
world that "the Yanks are not 
coming" again. 


The delegates were silent when 


Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt assur- 
ed them "I don't think for a min- 
ute that the president would do 
one thing that he thought would 
bring us Into the war, because he 
knows what war is like." 


But they leaped to their feet 
In a frenzied ovation for sharp- 
spoken Ravnl Patel, a merrtber of 
the National Congress of India, 
when 
he 
declared that 
many 
youths who otherwise follow tho 
president "also say quite frankly 
that they will not- follow even 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt into u 
war,"Still smarting under the father- 
ly rebuke the president gave them 
Saturday, they whooped approval 
of replies to Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
mark that a youth organization'!!

A professional man may deduct

These 
Include the cost of supplies used 
In his practice, office rent, cost of 
light, water, fuel, and telephone In 
his office, the hire of office assist- 
ants, and expenses paid In tho op- 
eration and repair of an automo- 
bile, based upon the proportion of 
time it la usod for professional 
purposes. 


Many physicians us« their resi- 


dences both as their offices and 
their homes. In such Instance the 
physician may deduoet as a busi- 
ness expense the rental value of 
the rooms occupied for office pur- 
poses If he actually pays rent, and 
also the cost of light and heat fur- 
nished these rooms. Also, he may 
deduct a portion of the wages 
paid domestic servant* whose time 
is partly occupied In caring for 
those rooms. Membership duel In 
professional societies are deducti- 
ble. Physicians and dentists who 
keep In their waiting rooms cur- 
rent magazlnei 
and 
newspapers 


for the benefit of their patients 
may deduct this Item as a busi- 
ness expense. The cost of profes- 
sional journals for the taxpayer's 
own use Is also a deductible Item. 


The cost of technical books Is 


not a deductible item, being a cap- 
ital expenditure, but a proportion- 
ate amount for each year's depre- 
ciation of the books may ho de- 
ducted.
